W IT H O U T A T TE M P TIN G to de­ 
fend all the excesses of crime pro 
grams, I think it ought to be poin 
ed out th at it is an oversimplifi 
cation to blame any actual crime 
directly on the radio, even when 
the perpetrator tries to lay the 
blame at radio’ll door. 
Any one 
who commits a crime in emulation 
of a radio program is sufficiently 
I weak-minded to commit one for a 
variety of other reasons and very 
likely would commit one even if 
there were no such thing as a 
radio. 
J. 
E dgar 
Hoover, 
director 
of 
the FBI, recently rebuked those 
who wanted to ban all “ W hodun­ 
its?” from the air. 
At the same 
time, he condemned any radio pro­ 
gram which glorified criminals and 
let them go unpunished. 
I never 
have heard any such program and 
I doubt w hether Mr. Hoover re­ 
cently had either, unless it was on 
an independent station. 
All net­ 
works have rules against the glori­ 
fication 
of the criminal, 
though 
sometimes the rules are stretched 
pretty far. 
On esthetic grounds, many “ Who­ 
dunits?” deserve censure. On m or­ 
al grounds, I believe any form of 
suppression 
would be a flagrant 
m isuse of censorship. Many of the 
great 
m asterpieces 
of 
literature 
are m urder stories— MaoBeth and 
Crime And Punishm ent to name 
two. 
I don’t mean to put any 
radio program s in a class with 
Shakespeare or Dostoevsky, but, it
